N. T. and on the Revelation of St. John in the Firſt , 7% Pare 
Place, becauſe Thoſe ſacred Books are more Difh- * 
cult to be underſtood than the Goſpels and Acts of ard Revelari- 
the Apoſtles; my Paraphraſe on which alſo, as 1 an whe Pub 
have by GOD's Bleffing finiſh'd, fo I ſhall now proceed to 
publiſh, by Publiſhing at this Time my Paraphraſe on the 
Goſpels of S. Matthew and Mark: Which GOD willing 
ſhall be followed with the Publication of the Reſt, as faſt 
as the Printer can work it off. | 

I have found it neceſſary to obſerve the ſame Method 2. 
Here as Afore, vig. in dividing each Goſpel and the 1 — 
into Seti ions and Paragraphs, very different from the COM» and Para- g 
mon Diviſion, into Chapters. For there are ſeveral Diſcourſes H mo

And as to 
the Hiſtorical Part of the Goſpels and AAs, it ſhould be 
ſo divided, as that what was done in Oze Plaee or at One 
Time, or the like, ſhould be contain'd likewiſe within Oze 
D:vi/;01, either Leſſer or Greater; and that (at leaſt) the 
Greater Diviſions ſhould be as ſo many proper Stages, not on- 
ly tor the Reader to Re/t at as he gou"'s along the ſacred Hiſto- 
ry, but allo for to help the Reader the Better to keep in Mind 
the d , Conrſe of the ſaid Hiſtory, when he has gone 
t:70' it. But now there was and could be but little Regard 
ha to this in the common Diviſion into Chapters: which 
therefore I have endeavour'd to remedy by making the ſe- 
veral S<&4:9ns and Paragraphs, into which 1 have divided 
each Book, Anſwer or Serviceable to the ſeveral foremen- 
tion'd Ends and Uſes. And whereas the ſeveral Sections 
are deſigned by Me as fo many Stages aforeſaid, I have 
therefore before each Book laid together the Contents of its 
Scion foraſmuch as the running over theſe now and 
then will be a good Means to fix in the Mind the whole 
Conrſe of the Hiſtory of the Goſpels and Acts. Namely, 
the Account given of each Section of the ſeveral Goſpels ar 
the Beginning thereof, informs the Reader with the ſeveral 
Parts of our Saviour's Life, wherein what is contained in 
the ſaid Section, was tranſacted.

Now as the three forementioned Particulars, wherein the 5: 
Reader will be help'd by Means of this Paraphraſe, are 9— 
either wholly or moſtly: paſt over unregarded in Other Pa- | 
raphraſes, fo it neceſſarily follows thence, that for Want of 
Regard thereto ſeveral Texts muſt be there miſunderſtood 
and ſo miſinterpreted: Whereas due Regard being had in 
this Paraphraſe to the ſaid Particulars, the Texts depending 
thereupon are therefore of conſequence here Lightly under- 
ſcood and interpreted. And it is proper for me to leave it 
to the Judgment of Thoſe that are qualify'd to be com- 
petent Judges, whether ſeveral «ther 7exts are not put ei- 
ther into a Tuer or a Better Light, than they were Afore. 
For as I have been purpoſely ſhort in ſuch Particulars, as 
have been cleared by Others; fo I have been purpoſely 
Large in ſuch as have been paſt over by Others, either 
wholly or ſlightly ; and yet have ſeem'd to Me to deſerve 
more Notice. | | 
[ have all along ſtudy'd Brevity, as far as the Nature of 6. 
Things would permit. And for this Reaſon, I have not Brief ,!! « 
ſtood to Paraphraſe, at leaſt Fully, ſuch Paſſages as are re- 4 5, vat 
peated in Twoor More of the Goſpels ; but have contented de-. 
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my Self to refer the Reader for the Paraphraſe of ſuch Pa- 


rallel Paſlages to that Goſpel, where it is Beſt explained by 
Reaſon of the Context, or on ſome other Account. On 
the like Conſideration I have made no other Annotations, 
than what ſeem'd Neceſſary to the Underſtanding of the 
Text Aright ; nor have I added any Diſcourſes but what 
were Neceſſary to the ſame End. 

Namely, whereas there is mention made both in the 
Goſpels and the Accs of ſeveral forts of 7ewiſh Ralers, and 
of the Phariſees and Sadducees, &c. which might be much 
more Br:efly and Clearly explained All together than in ſe- 
veral diſtinet and diſtant Notes, I therefore drew up the 
Firſt Pifcourſe, which is placed next after this Preface. And 
when I came to the Acts of the Apoſtles, finding it Requi- 
ſite to have a clear Knowledge of the ſeveral} Perſons of 
the Herodian Family mentioned in N. T. in order to have 
a clear Underſtanding of the Hiſtory thereof; and alſo of 
the Two Sorts of 'Proſelztes among the Jews, Before as 
well as In the Times of Chriſt; and perceiving alſo that 
both theſe Subjects could be more 'Briefly and Clearly treat- 
ed of All together than in diſtinet Notes; on theſe Conſide- 
rations I drew up the ſecond Diſcourſe, Which follows after 
the Firſt. 

Geography and Chronology being juſtly eſteem'd the Tws

cred as well as Common Hiſtory. I have therefore next af- 
ter the forementioned Diſcourſes added a Chronology of

Of the Fewiſh Rulers, Chief Prieſts, and 
Elders, as alſo of the Scribes, Phariſees, 
and Sadducees mention din the HI ST O- 
RY of the GOSPEL. 


HERE being ia the Hiſtory of the Goſpel frequent 7, 
mention made of che Jewiſh Rulers, Chief Prieſ!s,The Inraduf+ 

Elders, Scribes, * and Sadducees, I judged it much n. 
better to ſpeak of them here All together than of each 
ſingly or in a ſeparate Note, as they ſhould happen to be 
ffi mention'd in the Goſpel-Hiſtory, For there being 
fome Connexion between All or Moſt of them, by laying 
together an Account of them All, there is avoided a great 
deal of Repetition, which would otherwiſe become 8 ; 
and alſo hereby the Account of them becomes not only 
ſhorter, but likewile clearer or more eaſily to be compre- 
hended by the Reader. SE | 

In order to have the fuller and clearer Notion, both of 2.

! led the great Sanhedrin, or ſimply by Way of Eminence the 
q - Sanhedrin, (a Word made from the Greek , ſignifying 
| ' a Confiſtory, and always (I think) render'd in our Tranſla- 
| tion the Councel) and accordingly it exceeded the inferior 
1 Courts, both in the Number of Judges of which it conſiſ- 
b ted, and alſo in Power. As to its Power, it not only re- 
| | ceiv'd Appeals from the inferior Courts, but it Alone had 
Hl Power to judge of Lite and Death, at leaſt in more great 
| and weighty Matters. This Power of Life and Death, if 
retain'd in the Time of Herod the Great, as the Learned 
Biſhop of Worceſter has well obſerv'd, foraſmuch as the 
faid Herod would not put his own Son's to Death, bur by 
the Sentence of this Court: And that it had the ſaid Pow- 
| -er taken away from it before Chriſt's Death, is evident 
= from Joh. 18. 31, where the Jews expreſly fay unto Plate, 
_ It is not lawful for us to put any Man to Death, Which is 
the more to be taken Notice of, becauſe it is fo clear a 
1. Proof, that the Prophecy of 25 * 49. 10. was fulfil. 
_ led by our Saviour. As to the Number of Judges, the leſ-

as Lak. 23. 13, 35- Oc. Joh. 7. 26. 48. Act. 3. 17. 
and 4. 5. and 13. 27. Oc. In like manner the ſame are 
to be underſtood by the Rulers of the People, eAtts 4. 8. 
and by the chief Rulers Job. 12. 42. Otherwiſe, name- 
ly when either there is mention made of Rulers ſimply, 
and the Text or Context refers them, (not to Jeruſalem 
but) to ſome other City; or when there is mention made of 


the Ruler or Rulers of the Synagogue ; then it ſeems moſt 


Reaſonable by the ſaid Rulers to underſtand, either the Ru- 
lers of the leſſer Saubedrin and inferior Court of Judicature in 
that particular City, or elſe of the Religious Aſembly and 
Place of Divine Service there. Thus by the Rulers of the Syna- 
gogue, Act. 13. 15. are plainly meant Thoſe of the Re- 


lIigious Aſſembly of the Jews; and the like is underſtood - 


by fome of Jairus the Ruler mention'd Matth. 9. 18; and 
more fully ſtyPd One of the Ralers of the Synagogue, Mark 
5. 22. and a Ruler of the Synagogue, Luk. 8. 41: But, 
Dr. Hammond is of Opinion, that by the Snuagegue menti- 
on'd in the two laſt Texts is rather to be underſtood the 
leſſer Sanhearin in that City where Jairus dwelt. 

The Rulers or Judges of the Great Sanhedrin were made 


up of the Chief Prieſts, Scribes, and Elders. And firſt of of biet 


— 
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the Chief Prieſts, whereby are probably underſtood the Ftieſts. 


Heads of the twenty four Families, which ſprang from E. 
leazar and Thomar, the two Sons of Aaron, (namely 
ſixteen from Eleazar and eight from Iſbamar) among whom 
the Prieſt's Office was fo divided by David (1 Chron. 24.) 
as that each Family ſhould perform the Service of the 
Temple by Courſe or Turn. Now the Heads of theſe Fa- 
milies are expreſly ſtyPd in the Septuagint Verſion (1 Chror. 
24. 4» D and v. 5. en 6. B AHNννννẽẽ ed Rvelu. 
which is much the ſame with or equivalent to 2ex-p#. And 
indeed ſince they were not only Prieſis themſelves, but 


alſo the Chief of the Prieſts, no wonder they ſhould be 
commoaly call'd the Chief Pries.

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But now among (or beſides) theſe Chief Prieſts, there 
ole Aeronl- was One who was in a more ſpecial and eminent Manner 
Friefiontiighs calle] «ene, which is well enough diſtinguiſſ'd in our 
Prieft cem, Tranſlation by the Name of High-Prieft, as being Higher 
than ſuch as were only Chief Prieſts, and who peculiarly 
as wellas Tucceeded Aaron in the Execution of the High-Prieſts Ot- 
N. Te ce. This Office was wont originally to go in a Lineal 

Deſcent, and io continue for Life; but the Roman Gover- 

-nors (as well as others before them) took upon them to change 


the regular Succeſſion, and not only to put into the ſaid 


Office whom they pleas'd at leaſt of Aaron's Poſterity or of | 


the Prieſt's, but alſo to put out and put in as aft as they 
pleasd. The High Prieft in this Acceptation of the Word 
at our Saviour's Crucifixion was Carfhas, as we learn from 
the Goſpel-Hiſtory. It remains but to obſerve, that this 
ſaid HighPrieſt was, not only always Oze of the Great 
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Sanhedrin, but alſo Oae of the two Chief Perſons therein. .

Families of Aarons Poſterity. - Which ever he was, 

He being at leaſt, a Prie//, and alſo poſſeſsd with fo 

great an Authority as that of the Naf, the Greate/t Autho- 

rity now left among the Jews; it is no, wonder that He 

ſhould be ſtyled in a more ſpecial and eminent manner High- 

Prieſt, as well as He that executed the Office of the Aardui- 

cal High- Prieſthood. And hence it is moſt probably, that we 

fnd Two mention'd, viz. Annas and Caiphas(Luk. 3. 2.) as 
HighPriefts, together; whereof Annas was theNaſrandCarphas 

tie Aaronical High-Pritf,, moſt properly and „

and 26. 3. and Elzers cf Iſrael, Act. 4. 8, whereby the 
were diftinguiſh'd from the Reſt of the Elders or Heads 
of Families who were not Members of the ſaid Sanhedrin, 
and were {imply calPd Elders. 

The third and laſt Branch or Members of the great San- 
hedrin were the Scribes; Tegupeles, 7. e. ſuch as had been of theScribes. 
taught Tegpele, the Writings or Books of the Law, and in- 
ſtructed in the meaning of them. Thoſe that were taken 
into the ſaid Sanhedrin, were ſtyled Scribes of the People 
(Matth. 2. 4.) to diftinguiſh them from the Reft 
who did o ly keep School, and teach the Law, and were 
ſtyl'd ſimply Scriber. It remains only co obſerve in Refe- 
rence to the great Sanhedrin, that it is generally denoted 
in the Goſpel-Hiſtory by naming All three, or ſome of the 
three Branches of it aforemention'd; as the Chief Prieſts 
and $_ribes and Elders of the People, Matth. 26. 3. and 16.

mong the Religious Jews, that did not content themſelves 
in many Reſpects to do only what was commanded by the 
Law, but perform'd voluntarily fome Things which the 
Law did not require, And what was thus done over and a- 
bove what the Law requir'd, was calPd their Cheſed or ex- 
traordinary Goodneſs or Piet); and ſuch as practis'd this, 
were thence ſtyled Chaſdim or Alceuus, i. e. the extraor- 
dinary Pius, And of theſe we read exprelly, I Maccab. 2. 
42. where they are deſcrib'd to be d,, Hnν⁰ md t, which 
we render, Voluntary devoted to the Law; whereas the 
Greek Expreſſion ſignifies (as Dr. Hemmond has obſerv'd 
in his Treatiſe of Wi!l-wzrſhip, Set. 28.) Thoſe that in 
their Obeatence perform d voluntarily ſome Things which the 
Law requird not. Theſe Aideans are thought to be the 
ſame that are otherwiſe call'd Eſezs, this latter being (as it 
ſeems) a Word only made or corrupted trom the tormer. 
Now the 4/ideans or Een, as they thought themſelues not 
obliged Ly the Law to do ſeveral Acts of Piety or Religion 
which they did, ſo much leſs did they go about to /ay an 
Obligation on all others to do the ſame. But at length there 
aroſe ſome among them, who began to form ſuch Foluntar 

Ads of Piety into Precepts, and to lay an Obligation on All to 
do as they did. And then being not obey'd in their ſevere 
Preſcriptions, they ſeparated themſelves from All others, 
even from the Aſideaus; and thence took to themſelves, or 
had given them, the Name of Pha riſees, from the Hebrew 
Word Pharas, which ſignifies to ſeparate.

to be underſtood All the Circimciſed, i. e. the Circum- 
cis'd Proſelytes of the Gentiles, as being perfectly Jews in 
Matters of Religion, as well as thoſe who were Fews not 
only by Religion, but alſo by Birth. And agreeably here- 
to when we read in the Acts of the Fews exvying the 
Growth of Chriſtianity and perſecut:izg the Apoſtles, but 
the Gentiles being more Diſposd to receive the Goſpel : by 
the Jews are to be underſtood All th? Circumcisd, viz. 
Gentiles by Birth as well as Fews by Birth, and by the 
Gentiles are to be underſtood the Uncircumcisd Proſelytes. 
And this is confirm'd both by the Nature and Reaſon of 
Things. For it is not to be doubted, but that as the Gen- 
tiles who were Proſelytes of the Covenant, had ſubmitted 
Themſelves to Circumcifion and the Obſervance of the Law, 
ſo They were no leis zealous than the Fews by Birth, that 
Others ſhould likewiſe ſubmit to Circumciſion and the 
whole Law: Nay frequent Experience convinces, that 
Proſehtes or Converts to any Religion are more zealous 
for the ſame, than ſuch as have been All along bred up in 
it. And therefore it is very reaſonable to ſuppoſe, that 
under the Name of the eus that _ the Goſpel, are 
to be underſtood, not only the Fews by Birth, but alſo the 
Circumcis'd Gentiles, as being no leſs Fews by Religion than 
the Other, and ſo no leſs Zealonus for the Law, and preju- 
diced againſt the Goſpel, Whereas on the contrary the 
Gentiles who were Proſelytes of the Gate, plainly ſhew'd

Namely, Thoſe that were JEWS, 2. e. of the Fewiſh Re- 
Iigion, and deſcended from eAbraham, were therefore diſtin- 
guiſh'd by the Name of Hebrews, in Reference to Abrahans 
their Progenitor, who was of the Hebrew Race: Whereas 
Thoſe that were JEWS, i. e. of the Fewiſh Religion, and 
were by Deſcent Gentiles, were diſtinguiſh'd by the Name 
of Helleniſts ; becauſe All Gentiles, in and before the Times 
of the Goſpel were denoted by the Name "tm, Greeks, 
by Reaſon of the Gentiles neighbouring to Judea, gene- 
rally uſing the Greek Tongue, and conforming themſelves 
to the Greek Cuſtoms ; from the ſetting up of the Greek 
Empire. Accordingly we find this Diſtinction A. VI. 
1. Where it is faid, that there aroſe 4 murmuring of the 
Helleniſis (or as it is in our Tranſlation, Grecians) againſt 
the Hebretos, becauſe their Widows were neglected in the dai- 
ly Miniſiration. Namely, it ſeems probable, that thoſe en- 
truſted with the Daily Miniſtration were Hebrews, and fo 
ſhew'd more Kindnets to the Widows that were alſo Hebrerws 
or Deſcendents of Abraham, tlian they did to the Widows that 
were Helleniſts or of Gentile Extraction. There is another O- 
pinion concerning the Import of the foremention'd Diſtnicti- 
on betwen the Hebrews and the Helleniſts, and which is fol- 
low*d by me in the Note on the Title of the Epiſtle to the 
Hebrews : but on more mature Deliberation J judge the O.

It may be of Uſe to obſerve here in the laſt Place, that 
by the Helleuiſtick Tongue or Form of Speaking or Writing is 
denoted no other than the uſual Way of ſuch as were born 
Jews, and fo were not well skilled in the Greek Tongue, 
to expreſs themſelves when they ſpoke or wrote in Greek, 
after ſuch a Manner as was comformable to their Way of 
expreſſing themſelves in the Hebrew or their own Lan- 
Zuage: This being no other than what is natural, and 
therefore obſervable in any Foreigners now adays, when 
they ſpeak or write in a Language they are not well skill'd 
in.

of the New Teſtament, abounds with Examples of the 
H-:leni/. ick Way of Expreſſion, or wherein the Greek Ex- 
preſſion is ady/ted to the Hebrew or Oriental Idiom or Pro- 
priety of Speaking or Writing. This Way of Speaking or 
Writing ſeems to have had the Name of the Hellexiſ- 
ticł Language given to it, by ſuch as judged the Helleniſis
